He stated that the mar- 
riage of his son to Louise Owen was 
a great j-atlsfaction to him because 
of his fcolirltiidc for the happiness of 
his son. nnd that after the son's wife 
came to live at his house he became 
as fond of her as If she were his 
own daughter.
